Q. I have just finished building a house, 
and some of the window sashes are turn- 
ing black from condensation. The finish 
is varnish. Is there any way I can get 
rid of the dark spots? 


A. Condensation is apt to occur in a 
new house within six months after it is 
built. It is caused by excessive moisture 
from new plaster and fresh cement, or 
in cold weather when interior humidity 
is high.

To restore the window sash, remove all 
the old varnish and sand down to bare 
wood. Next bleach, using a commercial 
two-solution bleach, and apply according 
to manufacturer’s directions. Finish with 
two coats of varnish. Thin the first coat 
ten to fifteen per cent with turpentine 
and apply the second coat just as it comes 
from the can. 

It is possible that after you remove the 
old varnish you may find the dark spots 
too deep to bleach out. In this case you 
can either paint or apply a ground coat 
and grain. For this finish a buff-colored 
undercoat of flat paint should be applied. 
When dry, sandpaper and apply a grain- 
ing coat of light oak. Brush this coat up 
and down, leaving the brush lines ver- 
tical. The lines to imitate the natural 
grain of the wood then are applied with 
a small brush and fairly thick paint. Then 
immediately take a dry brush and draw 
it lengthwise down the surface, dragging 
out the lines to-give them a more natural 
effect. After the paint is dry, sand lightly 
and finish with a coat of varnish. 


Q. I want to do some repairing on the 
roof of my house. Could you tell me 
what kind of ladder should be used and 
how to go about building it? 





A. Almost any kind of a straight strong 
ladder can be used for roof repairing, 
care being taken to provide some type of 


support to hold it firmly in place while 
it is in use. Ladder hooks may be used 
and these can be purchased at most lum- 
ber dealers. For temporary use a long 
straight ladder or a so-called “chicken 
ladder” may be used to support the per- 
son making repairs. 

This type ladder is made by nailing 
1” x 2” cleats about a foot apart on a 
1” x 10” board and should be hooked over 
the ridge of the roof as shown in the 
sketch. Hooks of this kind are made by 
nailing or bolting a strong piece of wood 
to each leg near the upper end of the 
ladder at an angle with the legs as shown 
in the sketch. This angle should conform 
as nearly as possible with the slope of the 
roof and the pieces which form the hooks 
should be braced by short boards between 
them and the legs of the ladder. 


Q. The paint on my cement basement 
floor peels after it has been on for sev- 
eral months. Is there any way to remedy 
this? 


A. Cement floors present special prob- 
lems. In this case, I believe there is a 
damp place in your floor where the paint 
does not have the proper adhesion. First, 
the old paint must be removed; then use 
a solvent reducer to clean off all the wax 
and grease. Next apply an alkali solution 
containing not more than one pound of 
lye to five pints of water. After the 
paint has been cleaned off, flush with 
water. 

In all new or old cement work it is 
advisable to etch with acid. By etching, 
the adhesion of paint is greatly improved 
and alkalies which have a destructive 
action on paint films are neutralized to a 
great extent. A solution of muriatic acid, 
made by diluting one part of concen- 
trated acid with three parts of water, 
should be used for etching. Use,a wooden 
bucket or enameled pail and a stiff fibre 
brush. Apply one gallon of the solution 
to one hundred square feet of floor and 
scrub well while applying. Allow solu- 
tion to remain on floor until it stops bub- 
bling; then flush off thoroughly with 
clean water. 

If the surface does not dry in a few 
hours, flush off again. When surface is 
completely dry, proceed with painting. 
For a floor where dampness or moisture 
sometimes is present use a rubber base 
enamel. For dry floors use a quick-dry- 
ing, ¢iastic floor enamel. 


Q. What are the less expensive grades 
of lumber that will eliminate unneces- 
sary costs and at the same time provide 
sturdiness and long wearing qualities 
for a house? 
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One story house.

A. The West Coast Lumberman’s Asso- 
ciation lists the various grades of lum- 
ber they recommend for economical one- 
story and twe-story construction. Con- 
sidering an average house uses one thou- 
sand to two thousand pieces of lumber, 
large and small, it is quite important that 
each piece performs a particular function. 
It must add stiffness, insulation, strength 
or pleasing appearance to the house. West 


Coast woods are Douglas fir, hemlock, 
Sitka spruce and red cedar. They are 
graded No. 1, No. 2, and No. 3 and Select 
No. 1 (for exposed use where extra 
strength or appearance is important). 
Finishing lumber is graded “A,” “B and 
better,” “C” and “D.”

ONE OF the more common iterns in early Colonial homes 
was a chest, or strong box. This chest s“rved many uses: it was 
a storage place for valuables, it was a linen chest, it was a 
spare bench. And most important, it became the daughter’s 
dowry chest. 

Tracing the history of such a chest is fascinating. Perhaps 
the origin lay in the sea chest brought ashore by some ship’s 
captain. Or perhaps it was constructed with loving care by a 
father for his favorite daughter. Who can tell the history of 
these useful pieces? 

Since these “chests” were of generous proportions, the early 
families soon adapted them to linen and bedding storage. Then 
they became in time our present day cedar chest. Another off- 
shoot of this dowry chest was the blanket box, and later a 
“chest of drawers.” Still later, legs were added to this grow- 
ing “chest” and we have our bureau and highboy chests.

COLOMAL 
DOWRY CHEST 





Our reproduction is of an early dowry chest, suitable for 
blankets or linen, and as a seat for the foot of the bed. The 
chest may be further carved or adorned to suit the taste of the 
builder. In fact, it even may be.oainted, and colored designs 
applied and still be a “Colonial chest.” We shall, however, 
merely indicate the basic, more simple early chest. 

Most of these chests were made at home, of home grown 
woods. Thus we may choose any available wood we desire. 
The more common woods used included pine, birch and cherry. 
We also find chests made of oak, fir and beach. So do not 
overlook available local woods, merely---because they seem 
“common.” 

Note that our reproduction is a single dovetail type, quite 
rare, but as pleasing as it is simple to make. No attempt has 
been made to hide the simple dignity of this joint, nor to hide 
the pins locking the joints. These points seem only to add 
interest to the project.

This is an excellent project for the be- 
ginner or the junior craftsman, since 
little close fitting or detailed work is re- 
quired. The dimensions are not at all 
critical. The chest may be enlarged for 
greater storage space, or reduced and 
used for trinkets. 

Begin construction by doweling and 
gluing panels for the top and sides, to 
the dimensions shown in Fig. 1. While 
these pieces are drying jigsaw the four 
pieces for the feet (Fig. 2). The feet may 
be assembled with a miter joint or the 
more simple butt joint, according to the 
desire of the builder. 

When the glue for the panels has dried, 
lay out the single dovetail on the front 
and back piece. Jigsaw or cut, using the 
layout as a guide. Then, using these 
dovetails as a guide, mark the slots to be 
cut in the ends to accept the dovetails. 
Do not worry about a tight fit. A rea- 
sonably good looking joint is sufficient 
and serves better to “ant'que” the ap- 
pearance of the work. 

Rabbet a slot 43” wide and about 34” 
deep, 42” up from the bottom on all four 
sides to receive the bottom of the chest. 
Make a trial assembly of all parts but 
do not glue. Cut the top to size and rough 
sand worn edges on the corners and 
soften all edges to indicate use. 

Carefully sand all internal surfaces of 
the sides, top and bottom. Sanding after 
assembly is difficult to do well, and sand- 
ing before assembly is a good habit to 
develop. 

Glue and screw the chest supports on 


to the four legs and assemble the legs. 
While the legs are drying the chest itself 
may be glued and clamped. Check to 
make sure that the legs and the chest are 
actually glued with square corners—or 
they will not fit together. 

Cut recesses for the hinges in the rear 


wall and the under side of the top, the | 


exact size depending upon the hinges 
chosen. However, do not mount hinges, 
lock or handles until the finish has been 
applied. When the chest and legs have 
dried, assemble the base (legs) to the 
chest with screws driven through the 
chest supports. 

Now the work really begins. Sand 
carefully and completely the entire chest 
—top, ends, sides and base. Use progres- 
sively finer paper, finishing with at least 
6/0 garnet paper. Make sure that all glue 
marks or traces of glue are completely 
removed. Do not stop sanding until the 
surface is glass smooth. If in doubt, keep 
sanding. 

The stain or finish will be a personal 
choice, but if the chest is made of pine, 
a light orown stain is excellent. When 
the stain is dry, apply at least three coats 
of shellac or varnish, rubbing each coat 
until it is satin smooth. The final coat 
should be applied carefully and allowed 
to dry at least several days, then rubbed 
to remove the gloss. Now install the 
hinges, the handles and, if desired, a 
dummy “keyhole” lock. A true lock may 
be used, of course. A locking device to 
hold the top up also may be installed to 
insure free use of both hands. 
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‘PERSONALIZED BOWL 


Has a Dowel Handle 
By VERNON YOUNGS 


This project is rather conventional as 
far as the bowl part is concerned but the 
handle provides an eye-catching twist. 

Place a block of wood (mahogany, 
maple or walnut) on a face plate. Be 
sure another scrap of wood has been at- 
tached to the face plate first with wood 
screws, then glue a thin sheet of paper 
between this block and your block for 
the bowl. Turn the outside of the bowl 
to shape. Then tackle the inside, leaving 
a diameter of about %4” in the center. 
Drill a hole in this center piece and at- 
tach your dowel handle with glue. The 
dowel handle consists of a 44” dowel with 
a 4” dowel crosspiece. 

Finish turning the center part, sand 
and carefully break the bowl away from 
the face plate. Seal the bowl with a 
75% varnish—25% thinner mixture and 
fill the wood if necessary. Add name or 
initials to the handle with Higgins black 
drawing ink. Finally, add a coat of 
varnish over the ink and the entire bowl. 
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Matched pieces are taped together. 


VENEER is easily cut and prepared 
for surfacing any area, the exactitude in 
cutting depending on the character of the 


area covered. The craftsman beginning 
with or confining himself to small articles 
needs few tools and can make his own 
simple clamping devices. He needs to 
purchase very few designs, as the veneer 
will produce designs within itself. 
Matched veneer is obtained from con- 
secutively cut sheets from the same log. 
The pieces for a match are cut on the 
identical grain lines of two or four con- 
secutive sheets and the pieces arranged 
to form pleasing designs. A smooth board, 
a square and a sharp veneer knife are 
all the tools required for this operation. 
Matched pieces are cut to the desired 
size, placed on a flat surface, the gdges 
brought together and tested for ace tracy 
of joints and character of design. If no 
further attention is required, select the 
face side and secure together with 
gummed tape the full length of each 
joint. The face side is taped so no im- 
pediment to gluing will cover the back. 
The tape is removed easily by sanding 
or sponging after gluing. Use just suffi- 
cient tape to secure while gluing but 
cover each joint so that glue will not 
seep through and cover the surface while 
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Unlimited geometric designs are possible, 


Eight woods used in this project, 


it is in press. Sanding tape is preferable 
as sponging roughens the wood and drives 
tape glue into the wood—which requires 
more sanding. Also, tape glue has a 
tendency to slightly change the color of 
some veneers. 

The number of pleasing geometric de- 
signs that may be employed in veneering 
is limited only by the imagination of the 
craftsman. Artistic balance should be 
foremost, with the skill of the user di- 
rected to choice of veneers rather than 
number employed. A project made mainly 
of a well-chosen single veneer and a 
small geometric design of one or two 
contrasting veneers is more pleasing than 
a conglomeration of many veneers. Boxes 
appear best when made of a single veneer 
and the top only embellished with geo- 
metric designs, though contrasting ve- 
neers may be run around the box if 
artistic balance is maintained. Other 
small objects should contain about 75% 
of a single veneer as a base upon which 
artistic contrast is built. 

A jig saw will impart to veneered 
articles a touch of individuality not ob- 
tainable by geometric design and matched 
veneer. Craft articles are highly per- 
sonalized and appreciated if the name of 
the recipient is included. This can be 
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done with few tools other than a jig saw. 

On a piece of 44” squared drawing 
paper outline the size of project within 
which the design is formed. The size and 
shape of the outline will determine the 
type of design to employ. If a name is 
used with an appropriate design make 
the name the central theme and subordi- 
nate the balance to it. Draw name with 
heavy crayon sharpened to approximate 
width of lettering desired and outline 
the lettering with pencil as crayon will 
smudge while sawing. 

The illustrated project, easily drawn 
freehand, used the following eight pieces 
of veneer: matched walnut background; 
three pieces striped mahogany for flower 
petals, one each with, across an¢i diagonal 
to the grain; flower center, poplar burl; 
leaves, greenheart; vines, figured gum; 
name, prima vera. Different wood colors 
and grains provide contrast. 


Stack veneer with waxed paper be- 
tween sheets for blade lubrication, face 
side up and grain in proper direction. 
Veneer should be cut 1%” oversize all 
around to allow veneer to be padded be- 
tween two pieces of %” soft wood or 
plywood stock and nailed around the 
edges outside project outline for support 
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The veneers themselves form pleasing patterns. 


Assemble the pieces as with a jig saw puzzle.

while sawing. After unit is nailed, paste 
the design on its face with glue or rubber 
cement so unglued paper will not roll 
up and tear during sawing operations. 
The illustrated design, and similar ones 
employing several veneers, often will 
produce as many face units as the ve- 
neers used. Assuming but one face unit 
is desired, drill a hole the size of the 
saw blade to be used at a junction point 
on the saw guiding line of the name. In- 
sert the blade and saw out the name. 
Much controversy rages among experts 
concerning blade sizes, the author using 
one .024 thick x .044 wide, 20 teeth to the 
inch, No. 61 drill for insertion holes. 
Considered a little large, this blade is 
fast and lasts. The larger kerf is filled 
easily when gluing, adding cont:-ast to in- 
lays. Saw completely around name and 
remove. Drill hole at flower center and 
saw out. Saw vein lines in petals, later 
done in each leaf, and saw out the petals. 
As each part is removed after sawing, set 
it on a smooth surface in approximate 
order of design to assist later assembly. 
After sawing off the nailed edges of the 
pad place the background, or largest 
piece of veneer, on a flat surface face

side up. Assemble the pieces as with a 
jig saw puzzle, using the background or 
largest piece as a base upon which to 
build. When enough pieces are arranged 
in proper order, secure them with 
gummed tape. Keep all kerf lines equal 
and the gummed tape tightly sealed so 
that later filling will be evenly spaced 
and will remain in the kerf only. 

Watch closely different grain directions 
of the same veneer, such as flower petals, 
for grain direction alone will differenti- 
ate certain parts. Use small pieces of 
gummed tape to hold the parts together 
as assembly proceeds and, on completion, 
cover all kerf lines so that glue will not 
seep through to spread over surface. Trim 
off any tape that extends beyond the face 
to interfere with gluing. 

If you wish to make several projects 
from the same design and cutting, using 
different names in each, pad up the ve- 
neer and jigsaw the entire face unit less 
the name. After sawing assemble the 
complete units and secure with gummed 
tape. To add a name to any face unit, 
pad that unit with the single veneer se- 
lected to form the name and saw out. 

It is not necessary that the pad for

Different names can be used. 
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these two pieces cover the entire unit, 
if extending 2” over on two sides, for 
nailing will be sufficient to keep the ve- 
neer from moving. The name veneer 
needs to be just large enough to cover 
the required area. It is attached to the 
face unit before padding with masking 
tape, which is removed after sawing. Nail 
the pad as close as possible to (but not 
into) the veneer, to provide pressure and 
to prevent movement of the veneer dur- 
ing sawing operations. 

After a face unit has been assembled, 
taped and made ready for gluing to the 
base, turn glue side up on a smooth sur- 
face and work glue into the kerf lines 
with a putty knife or small piece of 
wood. It is apparent why kerf lines 
should be equal and gummed tape 
tight. The neutral brown color of resin 
glue worked into kearfs flush with the 
surface actually enhances the beauty of 
jigsawed articles. It is effective in the 
sawed veins in flower petals and leaves. 

If you wish to fill the kerf lines with 
filler from the surface after gluing and 
sanding, care must be taken to exclude 
any glue from the kerf lines. If some 
glue does seep into the surface of the 
kerf in odd spots, later filling will be 
ragged and unsightly. Either method is

After the product has been prepared 
the final finish coat decals may be applied 
and permitted to dry thoroughly before 
finish coat is applied over it. This method 
will give the decal good adherence sur- 
face as well as protection from injury by 
finish coat. When the decal has been se- 
lected, place in position while dry and 
mark surface lightly in a couple of spots 
just inside the edges where marks will 
not show after decal has been applied.

Apply decals after sanding, filling and sealing. 


Immerse decal in warm water for a 
few seconds until it will slide from the 
paper base easily. Place the left hand 
edge of the base slightly inward from the 
limit of space the decal will occupy. Slide 
the decal just sufficiently from the base 
to cover limit marker at that point and, 
holding it with a finger or two, begin 
sliding the decal base from under it. 
Keep decal properly aligned while re- 
moving base as decals are rather difficult 
to move after complete removal of base. 

After base is removed, securely hold 
decal at one end and force water from 
under it by gentle strokes with soft ab- 
sorbent cloth—from the center toward 
the opposite end. Repeat the process 
with the other end until all water has 
been absorbed both under and on top 
the decal. Decal will crinkle only -if not 
allowed to become thoroughly dry before 
the application of varnish or lacquer. 

If you do not care to use the jig saw, 
the names can be aprlied with India 
ink. Speedball or sign writing pens are 
selected for size and shape according to 
size and type of writing desired. Write a 
trial name or two on paper to adjust 
writing to project space. The surface of 
the project at this stage will be very 
smooth, so pen should contain relatively 
little ink. If ink should run or blot, re- 
move it with water immediately, before 
it has any opportunity to dry. Do not 
put pressure on the pen so it will pene- 
trate the finish. Permit ink to dry thor- 
oughly and apply finish coat. 
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LIKE TWO HEADS, TWO CABINETS ARE 
=e BETTER THAN ONE

YOU can make these ample storage 
twin cabinets from spruce, Ponderosa 
pine, or Douglas fir. Well seasoned lum- 
ber should cost about $20 for the two; 
less if you piece the shelves or the back. 











Procedure: 

(1) Groove the two side pieces (to hold 
shelves) on the inside at points 9” and 
18” from top. Groove again 1” from the 
bottom. Cut will be %4” deep and %4” 
wide at A, B, C, D, E and F. Also cut a 
4” square from X to Y on both pieces 
for plywood back to fit into. 

(2) To slip shelves in easily sand edges 
a fraction smaller than the grooves. Glue 
and ease shelves into place. Countersink 
nails; putty holes. A section can be cut 
from the lower shelf to make a place for 
storing a brief case, as in the sketch. 

(3) Nail stripping in back from H to 
J. This acts as a brace and a nailing place 
for the plywood back 

(4) Glue and nail top to sides. The top 
will have a 4” overhang in back for the 
plywood to fit under. Sand unevenness. 

(5) Fit and glue plywood back into side 
grooves. Nail to stripping, sides and 
shelves. 

(6) Casing: The top piece and two sides 
are mitered at points M and N. Miter 
bottom corners also. (Note: Miters are 
not right angles.) Glue and nail to cabi- 
net. 

(7) Doors: Round all four outside 
edges. Cut a 14” section from inside doors 
at top, bottoms and outer sides. Lay 
cabinets flat to apply hinges. 

(8) Prime coat wood. Reprime doors. 
Paint or enamel cabinets. Fit friction 
catches. Install knobs.

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FLAT BLADE AUGER BIT WITH 
SQUARE’ SPUR LEAD FOR USE IN 
POWER DRILLS 


WE ARE illustrating here an assort- 
ment of drill presses and small power 
hand drills and will point out some of the 
advantages of owning one or more of 
them. For example: A bench type drill 
press can be set on one end of any work 
bench where it will remain. A floor type 
press can be placed with its back to the 
wall, where it requires very little space. 
Either one of these machines will handle 
almost any kind of a portable job, but 
when it comes to drilling holes in any- 
thing that is not portable, the power hand 
drill is the answer. More on this later. 
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With the ordinary floor or bench type 
drill press we not only are equipped to 
do all kinds of drilling in wood or metal 


but, with the addition of a few inex- 
pensive accessories, these machines will 
do sanding, buffing, routing, mortising, 
shaping and even small spindle turning. 

When setting up any machine per- 
manently, arrange for plenty of shelf 
and cupboard space behind or near the 
machine for storing extra tools and 
equipment. It helps to keep the shop 
neat, and you will know where the tools 
are when you want them. 
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Hardened steel twist drills are used 
for drilling metal and these also can be 
used for wood. Twist drills also are made 
for drilling woods (do not use these for 
drilling metal). Then we have the older 
type straight fluted drills for drilling 
wood. And last, we have the new flat 
blade auger bit. This is an ideal piece of 
equipment for drilling and will work well 
in the drill press as well as in any power 
hand drill. We are picturing one of these 
bits in drawing Fig. 1. The same type bit 
with a screw lead is available for hand 
use in a regulation brace.

Instead of the screw lead required on 
hand operated bits this bit has a square 
spur lead that centers it for accurate 
drilling. Never try to use an auger bit 
with a screw lead in a power drill. It 
is very dangerous. 

When drilling steel use a sharp drill 
and use cutting oil to lubricate so that 
the drill will not burn. Too, a slower 
speed is required for drilling steel. Most 
of the modern drill presses are equipped 
with four-step pulleys which makes it 
possible to change speeds in a few sec- 
onds. 





If, in drilling steel, the drill becomes 
overheated and begins to smoke, either 
the steel is too hard or the drill is dull. 
Better check the steel with a file. If it is 
too hard’ to file, it is too hard t» drill. 
Keep your drills sharp. Overheating a 
drill will ruin it. I have an emery wheel 
set up next to the drill press where it 
is handy for touching up a drill when 
necessary (see Fig. 3). 

Here is a hint that will help in tapping 
screw threads in metal: So often it is 
difficult to get the thread started straight 
by hand. Drill the hole to be tapped. Put 
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the tap in the drill chuck, then clamp 
the piece to the drill press table as illus- 
trated in Fig. 2, and turn the belt by 
hand. It’s a simple operation and the 
threads will be true. Don’t, however, try 
to do this job with the power on; it 
would ruin both the tap and the work, 
and might result in injury to the op- 
erator. 

Many times the shank of a drill be- 
comes marred and it is impossible to read 
the drill size. It is a good idea to have 
a micrometer handy for measuring drills. 
This valuable instrument will save a lot 
of headaches in that it will eliminate 
scrapping material which has been drilled 
wrong. _ 

A drill vise is shown in Fig. 5. This is 
a big help in lining up component parts 
for accurate drilling, as well as many 
other jobs where the work needs to be 
held firmly. Another method employed 
in edge drilling, particularly for doweling 
two pieces together, is shown in Fig. 6. 
Here the table is tilted to a 90° angle. 
The pieces to be drilled are lined up, 
squared, and centered under the drill, 
then clamped tightly and the holes

drilled. The holes must be the same in 
each piece to be doweled or they won't 
match when the dowels are set in. Coat 
the dowels and the contact surfaces of 
each piece with glue, drive together and 
clamp to dry. 

Fig. 7 shows how the bench drill press 
head is swiveled to one side to drill dowel 
holes in the end of a long stretcher. Most 
of the floor type presses will handle jobs 
like this by merely lowering the work 
table, or the table may be swiveled to 
one side and out of the way, but even 
for drilling long stretchers for doweling 
the most accurate method is to tilt the 
table to 90° and clamp the piece to the 
table as described above. 

Often in woodworking we have occa- 
sion to cut a recess—sometimes to a 
certain depth and sometimes all the way 
through the material. This is known as 
routing and is done on the drill press 
with special routing bits. The cutting 
ends of the routing bits are ground 
square, rather than tapered as is the case 
of twist drills. If the work need not be 
too accurate it may be done more or less 
free hand. If the press is equipped with a 
fence, so much the better. If not, clamp 
a strip of wood to the bed with “C” 
clamps and use this as a guide for the 
routing. Fig. 8 illus‘rates the perfect set- 
up for accurate work. 

Here is a suggestion which may »e of 
value to die sinkers or anyone who has 
occasion to do routing in steel or any 
other metal. For this work we grind off 
square a twist drill—of the size needed— 
and sharpen it and use it in the same 
manner a router bit is used on wood. 
Mortising is another cutting operation 
done on the drill press. This is illustrated

in Fig. 9. In this case the drill press set- 
up on the multi-purpose machine is being 
employed. This is just one of the many 
jobs which can be performed on this 
versatile machine. The saw fence pro- 
vides a guide for the work; here the 
mortise is being cut without a hold-down. 

For this work a special mortising bit 
is used. In setting up, the bit is encased 
in a square chisel which in combination 
cuts a square mortise. Ordinarily the 
hold-dewn attachment should be used 
when cutting mortises. Fig. 10 shows the 
operator cutting a mortise in 3/16” birch 
plywood before assembling with pegs. 

Fig. 11 shows the drill press set up for 
and doing a job of shaping. Many crafts- 
men are turning to this method of shap- 
ing. The attachments are not expensive 
and are very efficient. Particularly where 
space is limited, this method eliminates 
the necessity of crowding in an extra 
machine. This attachment provides a 
speedy method of putting a finish on the 
edges of a table top, or for running out 
picture frame molding, or in fact any sort 
of molding for decorative trim. It will 
save a lot of hand work and, in most 
cases, will do things that just cannot be 
performed by hand. 

Most of us appreciate the convenience 
of a drum sander set up as illustrated in 
Fig. 12, especially for contour and inside 
sanding. We find too that the drill press 
provides an excellent method for buffing 
and polishing small parts. Fig. 13 shows 
the press set up with a small felt buffing 
wheel, on which the operator is buffing 
small round brass candle cups. A ma- 
chine bolt is set through a 15” x 3” felt 
buffing wheel and locked with a nut: 
then the end of the bolt is set in the drill 
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15—One type of disc sander with drill 
pt aA fitted to opposite end of shaft for hori- 
zontal drilling.

chuck. A good grinding compound is 
used for the buffing. 

So often we need to turn a small wood 
or metal piece for some special job, and 
unless a lathe is available this job has 
to be sent out or slowly fitted by hand. 
Set up the piece in the drill chuck and, 
using a file, turn it down to shape as is 
being done in Fig. 14. Fig. 15 shows one 
of the unusual types of disc sanders which 
has a drill chuck attached to the ex- 
tended rear end of the shaft. This 
arrangement is ideal where a lot of hori- 
zontal drilling is to be done. This is ex- 
cellent for drilling for doweling. If the 
table is adjusted to the right height and 
if stop blocks are clamped or nailed on, 
pieces for doweling can be drilled ac- 
curately. 

All of the above operations can be per- 
formed on the bench or floor type ma- 
chines, but how about portable drills? 
The power hand drill is almost a “must” 
in any well equipped shop. A 14” power 
hand drill will handle most of the home 
craftsman’s and hobbyist’s jobs, and will 
take all types of drills to 4” shank. Now, 
in fact, many of the drill manufacturers 
make drills up to 4%” with a %4” shank, 
for use in any drill with a %” chuck. 

Stands for most of these drills also are 
available, so that the driil may be con- 
verted quickly and easily to a small 
bench drill press. Fig. 16 shows the drill 
clamped ia a machine vise where a small 
mounted emery wheel is set in the chuck 
and used for sharpening twist drills. 

Another type of drill, particularly for 
the hobbyist or the jig saw enthusiast, is 
the flexible shaft. This little machine 
comes equipped with a small motor and,

HAVE you ever dreamed of spending 
part of your time in a different world; 
one in which the stress and strain of 
civilization does not exist, where troubles 
vanish and you can regain your per- 
spective? 

Here is your solution—a cabin retreat, 
close to nature. Such a place can be 
yours for less than you think, if you 
build it yourself. The cost will vary, 
depending on the price of materials in 
your locality, but the total should be well 
under $2000. 

Choosing a site is important, of course. 
Lacking the price of a piece ef land, as 
we did, there still is a way. By contact- 
ing your nearest U. S. Forest Supervisor 
or Forest Ranger or the Department of 
the Interior, Bureau of Land Manage- 
ment, Washington, D.C., you can get in- 
fermation about many interesting plots 
of land which may be leased from the 
government by the year for a small sum. 
These are mostly undeveloped sites and, 
though located in isolated areas, are 
accessible by automobile. 

The cabin design is so simple anyone 
with sufficient interest and enthusiasm 
can construct it himself. No previous 
building experience or special skill is 
necessary. The aim is not a polished and 
perfect appearance; a hand hewn look is 
desirable for this type of building. It is 
a sturdy, unpretentious cabin, planned 
primarily to provide comfort and pro- 
tection from the elements. It consists of 
three rooms and a loft. No citified light- 
ing or plumbing is included, but it is 
compact and practical as wel! as pleasing 
to the eye. Some of the features that 
add to its comfort and livability are: 
cross ventilation in every room, plenty 
of built-ins providing storage space in- 
stead of dust-catching corners, no waste 
space. 

This cabin was built on a steep wooded 
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hillside in Arapaho National Forest, 
Colorado. A sparkling mountain stream 
flows a few feet below the cabin. Quak- 
ing aspens, pines and spruce trees sur- 
round it. Although heavy snow blanke;s 
the ground five or six months of the year, 
the sunshine is so intense, the air so clear 
and dry, that the outdoors is enjoyable 
in any season. This makes a fireplace an 
essential feature. 

As many native materials as possible

were used, to cut the cost and to make 
the cabin appear as part of its setting.

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shop, hauled to the site and assembled 
there, to speed completion. 

The cabin measures 16’ x 24’; height, 
8’ to the eaves; and 141%’ to the ridge. 
The steep pitched roof prevents the ac- 
cumulation of heavy snow and provides 
sufficient head room in the loft. Addi- 
tional space is gained by placing the top 
of the loft floor joists 1’ below the top 
of the plate. - 

The foundation, fireplace and chimneys 
are of native rock and cement mortar. 
Cedar shingles were used on the roof. 
They are more durable than other types 
of roofing in the hail storms common to 
that vicinity. The cabin is finished in- 
side and out with 8” cedar siding. Lin- 
seed oil protects both siding and shingles 
from the weather and brings out the 
golden tones of the wood. 

The first step in building is to stake 
out the size of the cabin with building 
twine. Square up the corners and build 
a form of scrap lumber on the inner side, 
as high as the foundation is to be. Plan 
to have the foundation at least 8” thick 
and set into the ground below frost level. 
Use mortar next to the form and face it 
with rocks. 

The art of attractive rock work lies in 
placing them so that the mortar is well 
back from the face. Let the rocks pro- 
trude beyond for an interesting effect. 

Other materials suitable for the foun- 
dation are cinder or concrete blocks or 
solid concrete, reinforced. In any case, 
concrete footings placed below frost level 
are necessary. Use care to make sure 
the foundation is perfectly level both 


ways. Three openings about 6” x 12” are 
left in the foundation for the circulation 
of air to prevent dry rot in the wood. 
They are covered with wire mesh to keep 
rodents out. The fireplace masonry is 
put in at the same time as the foundation. 
This is a concrete slab extending 3’ out- 
side and 2’ inside the cabin, the height of 
the foundation, and also extending below 
frost level. 

To secure the building, you will need 
to imbed 8” bolts at 3’ or 4’ intervals in 
the top of the foundation wall, extending 
2” above the concrete. Four 2 x 6 plates 
are then marked and holes drilled to take 
the bolts. They are slipped into position 
and tightened down securely to the 
foundation with nuts. The plates should 
be flush with the outside of the foun- 
dation. 

The sill is made by spiking together 
three 2 x 6 pieces. This rests on four 
concrete pilings about 20” square, built 
to a height that brings the top of the sill 
level with the top of the plate. 

Cut 2 x 6 floor joists and place them 
24” apart, crosswise on top of the sill, 
spiking them at each end and in the 
center. Then lay suflooring of 1” ma- 
terial, diagonally on the floor joists. 

The frame is built of 2 x 4 material, 
spiked together, the studdings placed 16” 
apart. This is constructed on the ground 
and lifted to position, bracing it to stakes 
in the ground until it is securely spiked 
in place. Double 2 x 4’s are used at the 
top and bottom, around the door, fire- 
place and chimney openings. Make the 
window openings the size of your sash 
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plus the thickness of the material to be 
used in framing them. The frame should 
extend beyond the studding, inside and 
out, the thickness of the siding. 

Rafter supports at the ends of the 
cabin then are cut and spiked in position. 
Rafters of 2 x 4 material are placed on 
24” centers to lessen construction cest. 
Due to the fact that snow will not ac- 
cumulate on the high pitched roof, there 
will not be much weight to support. 
Rafters extend 1’ beyond the frame. 

Building paper is put on the frame be- 
fore the siding is applied. This runs 
crosswise, outside and is attached to the 
studding with small nails, lapping it 
about 144”. The siding is put on with 
cement-coated nails to prevent loosening 
with expansion and contraction. 

Sheeting is nailed to the rafters and 
the shingles nailed to this. If cedar 
shingles are used, place the sheeting 
boards about 142” apart to allow the cir- 
culation of air under the shingles to 
prevent rotting. If composition roofing 
is used, make the sheeting solid. Lay a 
double row of shingles at the bottom over 
the eaves. Follow the manufacturer’s 
instructions for the particular type of 
roofing you are using. The ridge is two 
1 x 4s. 

Barn sash 24” x 29” that open in are 
used throughout, except for the sta- 
tionary windows in the corners of the 
living room, in the dining area and be- 
side the kitchen stove. 

Corner trim, window and door trim is 
1 x 4 material, nailed on top of the sid- 
ing, thus saving fitting problems at these 
points. 

The fireplace is built around a Heatila- 
tor to insure perfect draft and to simplify 
construction. Complete instructions are 
furnished with the unit. A fireplace 
opening 8’ long and 419’ or 5’ high is 
about the right proportion for a 36” 
Heatilator. The rock work extends in- 
side the cabin only 6” to conserve space 
and is built entirely outside above the 
mantel. The firebox is made of firebrick 
to withstand intense heat, and the hearth 
is concrete extending 34” above the 
finished floor. A cleanout is built into 
the fireplace floor so ashes can be re- 
moved from the outside. 

The fireplace chimney is pinched in to 
about 30”, starting 8’ off the ground. 
12” x 12” tile flue liners are used. Both 
chimneys extend 18” above the peak of 
the roof as a fire safety measure, the flue 
liners projecting 4” above the rock work. 
Spark arresters and metal flashing where 
the chimney and roof meet are essential. 
The former is easily constructed (as 
shown), using bolts to hold the parts 
together and to fasten the metal band 
that slips over the tile, to hold it in place. 

The kitchen chimney measures 30” 
square, tapering to about 20” at the top. 
8” tile flue liners are used. The open- 
ing in the wall is placed at the proper 
height for your stovepipe. Construction 
is shown in the diagram. 

A concrete woodbox, faced with rocks 
is built into the wall next to the range, 
flush with the inside wall and extending 
outside about 2’. It has openings on both 
sides so it can be filled from outside and 
empiied from inside. The hinged top, 
outside, slopes slightly for drainage. The 
inside door is hinged at the bottom. 
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Porch posts and rails are peeled pine, 
the posts set in conc.ete faced with rock. 
Porch floor is 2 x 6 material, laid %4” 
apart for drainage on a2 x6 frame. The 
steps rest on a concrete slab. Risers are 
6” high, treads are three 2 x 4s spaced 
14” apart and extending 14” beyond the 
risers. A 2 x 12 at each end supports 
them. The whole unit is built separately 
and attached to the porch. It is a good 
idea to imbed a thin piece of iron in the 
concrete slab for a footscraper. 

Sturdy doors are built of 2 x 6 tongue 
and groove fir car flooring, braced with 
114” x 3” material bolted in place. Gar- 
age door hinges and latches are effective 
and practical, yet inexpensive. The 
Dutch door in the kitchen is both pic- 
turesque and efficient, providing ventila- 
tion without floor drafts. It is made 
weatherproof by beveling the top of the 
lower door and making a saw cut in the 
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upper one, as shown in the diagram. 
Moisture which collects at the joint runs 
back only as far as the saw cut, where 
it drops onto the beveled edge of the 
lower door and slides off. 

Built-ins are used as much as possible 
to conserve space. Seats at either side 
of the fireplace are hinged for storage, 
one for wood and the other for general 
use. Bunk beds have storage drawers 
below and niches built into the wall be- 
side them. A cabinet is built under the 
wash bowl-dressing table and a ward- 
robe extends into the wall on the opposite 
side of the room. A partition as high as 


as 
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We built a Dutch door for the kitchen. 


the kitchen counter makes an efficient 
serving center, with cupboards under it 
and shelves above, allowing the maxi- 
mum amount of ventilation in the 
kitchen. 

On the opposite side of the partition, a 
cupboard opens into the dining area. 
There are cabinets under the sink and 
small ones built into the wall at each 
side above it. A broom closet sets into 
the wall between stove and sink. An- 
other cabinet on the opposite wall gives 
the kitchen ample storage space. Round 
corners on the built-ins reduce the 
hazards. 


Cedar shingles withstand Colorado's hail storms. 
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The mantel is made of 3 x 10 material. 
Pine flooring is used throughout. 

After the walls are sealed, the corners 
are finished with quarter-round, thus 
eliminating the tedious task of fitting the 
siding together neatly. The opening cut 
in the loft floor is faced with 1 x 4 ma- 
terial. Edge of loft, opening and hearth 
are all finished with quarter-round. 

A peeled aspen ladder leads to the loft. 
This is bolted together and anchored to 
the floor and wall, at the top, with long 
screws. A smaller ladder of the same 
kind is attached to the bunk beds. A 
decorative aspen railing is built at the 
edge of the loft. The living room beams 
are peeled lodgepole pine. All the log 
work and the floors are finished with 
penetrating floor seal. Six coats were 
used on the ladders to provide a durable 
finish for the many feet that will ascend 


it. The walls and mantel are given two 
coats of varnish and linseed oil mixed. 

The Indian motif seemed most appro- 
priate for decorating this cabin and is 
used to add a touch of color in various 
places. A simple design is painted in 
rust, black and white on a wide board 
over the shelves that separate kitchen 
and dining area, on both sides. We plan 
to decorate the bedroom mirror in the 
same manner and paint several wooden 
plaques with Indian bird designs for the 
living room, with a large one for over the 
mantel. Grotesquely gnarled tree limbs 
help give it a woodsy look. Warm yellow 
draw drapes bring sunlight indoors. 

In time we expect to build appropriate 
furniture of peeled pine and aspen, build 
a roof over the back door and dig a well 
so we may have running water at the 
sink.

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ABOUT THE HOME 


Checking and Adding to House Wiring 


By Lt. J. 


THE first domestic use of electricity 
was, of course, for lighting—to replace 
the smelly, dangerous kerosene lamps 
which gave such limited illumination. 
Electricity actually serves the home in 
three ways: light, heat and power. 

A 1924 Washington State survey 
showed most households using electricity 


| in only five or six ways: usually the fan, 


curling iron, lights, toaster, washing ma- 
chine and ironer. The plug-in radio, 
range and refrigerator were just coming 
in. Today, there are 60 appliances for the 
home, not including man’s shop tools. We 
use the potent “juice” in more than 25 
ways in most homes, the range and water

therefore needing the most judicious use 
to keep electric bills down. 

Since home uses of electricity are on 
the increase, whereas the average house 
wiring was installed long before this un- 
expected development, the most impor- 
tant item right now is to take inventory 
of one’s wiring. Why? Every year 25,000 
American homes are badly damaged by 
inadequate wiring and improper use of 
electricity, snuffing out some 500 lives. 

Home wiring falls into two classes— 
those which have three wires leading 
from the distribution system into the 
service box (Fig. 1) which contains the 
fuses and switches, and circuits; and 
those which have only two lead wires. In

the first case, the user will have at least 
a range and likely a water heater which 
uses much more electricity than the 
range. A three-wire system is essential 
for this load. In the second, there would 
be lights, numerous appliances, radios, 
and the washing machine, ironer, etc. 

In either case, some of the circuits are 
apt to be overloaded and some using 
oversize fuses. The two-wire system 
should be brought up-to-date with the 
115-230V three-wire system with a new 
entrance box, preferably fhe latest type 
with the automatic “kickouts” for over- 
loads instead of screw-in fuses. 

Check each circuit for wire sizes and 
to learn just where they are and what 
lights and outlets are on each circuit. 
* Unscrew all fuses except for one circuit, 
and go over the house (in daylight) try- 
ing all the light switches and outlets to 
learn which are on that given circuit. A 
short wire test lamp (Fig. 2) with non- 
metallic socket is most useful for this 
work and for emergency checking. 

Take notes on the check-up, getting 
the wattage of the lamps on a given cir- 
cuit, plus that of the appliances used, 
marking each circuit, No. 1, No. 2, etc., 
for future reference. Add the wattage of 
each circuit and divide by 115 to get the 
amperage. Then check the size of wires 
and fuses (Fig. 3). Never use a fuse 
larger than that recommended for the 
given size wire, but cut down on the load 
on that circuit.

or larger wire. And don’t delay. Get the

Now, about more outlets. It’s too bad 
that we didn’t have one on every wall of 
every room but the bathroom. However, 
most of us didn’t look that far ahead. So 
we want more wiring. Extensions are 
made by “knob and tube” wiring for the 
basement and attic, with separate wires 
21%4” apart (Fig. 4); by armored (A) or 
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by sheathed (S) cable which contains two 
or three wires of the right size (Fig. 5); 
or by the light “thin-wall” conduit (W) 
through which the wires are drawn after 
installation. For use by the home owner, 
the first two are faster and easier to in- 
stall; also less expensive.

They don't have to opposite each other. 
in the same room (Fig. 6), or through 
the inside wall from one in another room 
(Fig. 7); from the light switch if an out- 
let is wanted on that side of the room, or 
down from the attic or up from the base- 
ment (Fig. 8). Let’s take one from the 
outlet, for example: Tell friend wife it’s 
going to muss up things a bit. Also, be 
sure to unscrew the fuses on that circuit. 
The wiring may come down from the 
light switch (A, Fig. 6) on the same wall 
—if three wires can be made available 
at the switch as shown. Or up from the 
basement as at “B.” Holes are cut 
through the plaster at “B” and “C,” any 
distance apart, to get the conduit to boxes 
“E” and “D,” which should be close to 
studdings. Then gouge out a groove in

The open “knob and tube” wiring for 
the basement is very simple. It can be 
fastened to the under edge of the bare 


floor joists, or if the basement is to be 
ceiled eventually, by running the wires 
through the joists in porcelain tubes or 
heavy loom (Fig. 4), for added protection. 

Now is the time to get up-to-date on 
your home wiring before purchasing ad- 
ditional electrical equipment. While you 
are at it, better give some consideration 
to the wiring requirements for that elec- 
tric fast clothes drier; they are coming in 
very fast.

Q. I have an old drop leaf table on which | 
one of the leaves is badly warped. This leaf | 
is 17” wide and I was wondering if it could | 


be straightened. How should one go about 
doing this? If it is necessary to make a new 
leaf, can it be made from a single board or 
would it be better to glue up several 
boards? How wide should they be and what 
kind of joint is best to use? 
Elmer G. Post

A. The degree of warp, as reproduced 
in Fig. 1, is such as to leave only two 
courses open to eliminate the warp. If 
the leaf has a downward bend as shown, 
it can be straightened by making a num- 
ber of saw kerfs on the underneath side 
and inserting wood strips slightly thicker 
than the width of the kerfs. The strips 
accomplish a spreading action of the 
stock; therefore, the success of this meth- 
od depends entirely upon the thickness 
of the strips in order to bring the board 
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to a level plane. After the strips are 
glued in, the leaf has an appearance as 
shown at A. The depressions and ridges 
then are planed off. 

Another and more satisfactory method 
is to re-saw the leaf into narrow boards 
and, gluing them together with the heart 
and sap sides alternating as shown at B, 
resurfacing them as previously men- 
tioned. If the boards are to be jointed 
on a jointer the setup at C is recom- 
mended. Either of the three types of 
joints illustrated at D, E and F may be 
used satisfactorily. If a new leaf is pre- 
ferred it would be unwise to use a single 
board since it invariably would acquire 
a warp similar to the original one. One 
made up of three or four boards of vary- 
ing widths to equal the overall 17” width 
would be better. These are glued to- 
gether in the manner prescribed pre- 
viously.

HERE THE entire business of the household can be handled 
pleasantly—phone calls, accounts, correspondence, memoran- 
dums. Even has a library of reference, phone and cook books, 
Installed in a corner of the kitchen or hallway, very little 
space is taken up. 

Construction is pretty much a simple job with hammer, 
saw and miter-box. General dimensions are given in Fig. 1 
in the front and sectional views. The height of the desk top 
is a matter of personal convenience. Plan views are given in 
Fig. 2. Doors of the upper cupboard are made of two pieces each 
of lapped board with two horizontal cleats on the inner side, as 
shown in Plan (A). 

Directly below is the reference library, with a sliding panel 
running in grooves (B). Pigeon holes below that (C) have 
thin plywood or Masonite partitions except the two outermost 
ones, which are 34” material. The thin ones set in rabbets 
above and below, and a cover strip conceals the ends of the 
slots. Valance is scroll-sawed from plywood or '%” pine and 
secured under (C) with small angle brackets. In fact, furni- 
ture-type angle brackets are used throughout the construction 
instead of wooden cleats, except where indicated. 

Desk top (D) is covered with Masonite or Vinylite and bound 
with stainless steel molding. Structure, except desk top, is 
painted to match of trim in the room in which it is installed.

directly upon the sub-floor, this condi- 
tion will cause rubbing of the edges of 
the finish floor. 

The third cause for squeaks is unsup- 
ported butt joints where two or more 
adjoining boards have joints butted be- 
tween support (Fig. 5). In this instance 
the joints are dependent upon the small 
tongue on the end of the board for sup- 
port. The joint is loose enough to cause 
movement under pressure. Frequeritly 
even this support is lacking when the 
carpenter attempts to use up scrap 
lengths that have no groove or tongue. 


The Remedy 

Try to find the exact location of the 
squeak. This is done by walking along 
the strip until a squeak is heard. Alter- 
nately throw your weight upon the floor, 
then release it. The trouble may come 
from one board (if the trouble is lack of 
nails on one strip—Fig. 2). Or it may 
cover an area if the cause comes from 
loose sub-floor or finish floor due to 
lifting (Figs. 3 and 4). When the strip or 
area is located, mark it with chalk. 

The next step is to locate the strips or 
joists that support the floor. Usuaily this

is done by examining the last two courses 
of boards near the wall, where the car- | 
penter laid the last strips. These boards | 
are nailed through the face. The nail 
holes are covered with putty. Mark the | 
location of the supports in the area to be 
nailed. 

Floors in this condition are usually 
fastened by driving a 4”-long 20 d casing | 
nail (Fig. 6) through both floors into the 
joist. Drill a hole through the finish | 
floor that will allow the nail to pass | 
freely. Coat the nail with soap and drive | 
it home. Try one nail at the point where | 
the squeak is the loudest. 

Nailing unsupported butt joints (Fig. 
5) requires care to avoid splitting. For 
this reason, the writer prefers to use long, 
thin wood screws. Place the nails or 
screws on the full length board adjacent 
to the butt about 4” back from the edge. 
The necessary length for the screw may 
be ascertained by drilling a small] hole

THE disappointment and inconven- 
ience you will experience when your 
favorite TV program suddenly is cut off 
will be nothing to the “pain” you will 
suffer when you find that the fallen TV 
antenna has punched a hole in your roof 
or ripped loose some of the siding it was 
fastened to! 

Even though your TV antenna is light 
in weight and relatively fragile, it be- 
comes a lethal weapon when whipped 
over by a strong wind. 

In practically all cases simple, low cost 
bracing that can be applied in little time 
will prevent such damage. The strongest 
TV antenna made cannot compare 
with an ordinary every day post that is 
braced. Bracing, you see, provides the 
strength where it is needed most. 

Bracing should be employed on all 
posts over 8’ tall. (The word “post” is 
used for both the metal pipe and wood 
dowel supports commonly used. Masts, 
a designation used to denote girders; or 
multi-section internally braced supports, 
require special bracing not covered by 
this article.) Over 8’, additional braces 
should be used for every 6’ or 8 of 
height. No less than three equally spaced 
brace lines should be used, and four are 
even better. 

While multi-wire steel cables can be 
used, common galvanized iron wire which 
is available in most hardware stores is 
satisfactory. Use wire 1/16”, or more, 
thick.

The wire is fastened to the antenna 
post with either metal clamps which can 
be purchased from the antenna manu- 
facturers for use with metal posts, or by 
simply tying the wire around the post 
with a standard rope hitch. Most likely, 
you will find it easier to fasten the wires 
to the post before you raise it. 

The lower ends of the wires are 
fastened to the wall or roof. Do not 
merely drive a nail or a screw into the 
building—instead, a manufactured 
anchor plate or a mending plate bent up 
at one end. Place the plate so that the 
pull is across the screws. Run the wire 
through the hole two or more times, first 
removing most of the bevel with a hand 
reamer. If your particular installation 
works out so that the pull is in a direct

The angle at which you run your guy 
wires is most important. -The steeper 
they run, the closer they are fastened to 
the foot of the antenna post, the less 
strength they will have. The further 
away from the post, the greater their 
angle—and the greater will be their brac- 
ing effect. 

However, if you run them too flat (too 
near the horizontal) they will begin to 
affect your reception. One solution is to 
insert insulators every 6’ in the guy 
wires. Common old-fashioned antenna 
insulators can be used, or the “strain” 
type insulators.

Then 
ground the wires on the bottom. This 
will help shield, or reduce, this interfer- 
ence. No insulators should be used in 
this kind of bracing. In fact, you will 
obtain a double benefit from your guy 
wires or bracing this way. 

Be sure to pull your wires up snug. 
Turnbuckles will help you do this. 
Tighten until you cannot swing the an- 
tenna when you push on the post. Do 
not tighten until you remove all the 
kinks from the wires. This merely puts 
an unnecessary strain on the wires and 
does not help support the post. Besides, 
you will need those small bends and 
kinks in the wires when the wind blows. 
They will provide a sort of spring action. 

When the turnbuckles have been 
tightened thread a length of wire through 
the eyes and center. This will keep the 
turnbuckle from loosening. 

If the lower end of your mast is sup- 
ported by a wall bracket use a brace to 
give it necessary strength.

aside from making a wonderful little drill 
for drilling holes for jig saw work, it may 
be used for wood carving, grinding, 
polishing and all sorts of intricate jobs. 
Stands for converting this tool into a 
drill press also are available. Fig. 17 
shows the shaft set in the drill press 
stand; and alongside this machine is 
shown a small hand drill. 

Fig. 18 shows an operator using the 
flexible shaft—fitted with a %” round 
mounted emery wheel—gumming a 10” 
circular saw. This is done by grinding 
down between the teeth on the combina- 
tion saw. We find that it is much faster

and works equally as well as filing. 

If your bench saw is fitted with a 5” 
or 6” x %” thick emery cut-off wheel 
you will be able to save a lot of time 
cutting thin metal. The wheel is fitted 
oh in the same manner as the saw blade, 
and the metal is cut just as you would 
saw a board. Fig. 19 shows an operator 
cutting 4%” dural metal with this method. 

Fig. 20 shows the operator using the 
miter guide to saw a board that is too 
wide to fit between the guide and the 
saw. The guide is reversed and set in 
the channel backwards. The board is 
placed against the guide and cut part 
way through. Then the power is shut 
off, the miter guide removed and set in 
its proper position. The machine is 
started again and the board is run 
through, completing the cut. 

Fig. 21 shows the operator cutting

tapered square wood pegs on the bench 
saw. A simple jig shown in drawing 
Fig. 22 illustrated the type of jig used 
and how the operation is performed. The 
jig is rnade of wood, with a taper cut to 
make pegs of any size and taper. 

Fig. 23 shows how, through the use of 
a 5” coarse saucer emery wheel, the 
decorative Vees (V) may be cut easily 
and speedily in any kind of boards. The 
saucer emery wheel is set in the machine 
to replace the saw. Start the machine 
and trim the rim of the wheel (with an 
emery wheel dresser) to a convex (V). 
Then, using the fence or the miter guide, 
run the boards through, spacing the Vees 
as desired. Drawing Fig. 24 shows a cut- 


-out detail of the set-up. 


For dressing down an emery wheel use 
any piece of broken emery wheel. The 
harder the better.
